History again repeats itself. King need not stalk the swamps of Florida 
searching for igloos. He need look no further than his own staff. Eskimo Bayard 
Rustin is a close advisor to King and served as his personal secretary. Eskimo 
Rustin was a paid organizer for the Young Communist League and attended 
the national convention of the Communist Party while in King's employ in 
1957. Another Eskimo, Hunter Pitts O’Dell, has worked in the top administra¬ 
tive post of King's organization. When the newspapers called attention to the 
fact that O’Dell was the Communist Party's organizer for New Orleans, King 
quickly transferred O'Dell to another city. Eskimo Carl Braden, identified by 
an undercover FBI agent as the Communist Party's organizer for the South, 
has written King's publicity releases. Identified Eskimo James Dombrowski has 
helped finance King, who is sometimes referred to as "The King of the Eskimos."

The writer was met at the door by a committee of greeters who 
asked for each person's name and address so they could send literature 
to them. All literature at the tables was being procured, some being 
paid for: namely, the two photo hooks (Price, ?4).

The first speaker was | I Fe opened his spellbinding b7c 

s pooch v/j tli a brief statement on the Viet Nam bar, declaring that it 
was bad; but, then, he immediately changed to his great concerirovor 
conditions in the United States. He stated that v;e have endured white 
tyranny government rule in this country for over 200 years. lie also 
stated that the Johnson Administration will do absolutely nothing about 
the existing conditions, cannot be reached, and listens to no one. The 
coming election will not change the situation. The people of the U. S. 
are asleep, and will not be aroused, so no help can be expected from 


them. He asks, "V?hat can be done?" He answers, "Lass demonstrations 
with our bodies, not with shot guns, but with disobedience marches, 
mass picketing of munitions plants, and shipping ports." 


Then followed a dramatic description of the birth of his son a 
few weeks ago, just before ho departed for a hard weekend of picketing 
at Port Chicago, where he expected at any moment to be run down and 
killed by brutes. Ho had fifteen minutes vzith his son before departing 
(for war at Port Chicago) during which he reflected on what the son 
would day fifteen or so years hence. The dramatic answer was, "I 
was on the picket line at Port Chicago." 


Black power was then mentioned. He stated that we are going to 
organize "white power ', which will join hands with "black power" in 
massive picket lines and demonstrations against the U. S. Government, 
again asserting, not vzith guns, but with our bodies to disrupt and, stop 
the war effort, A dramatic appeal followed to stand up and be counted, 
asking how many would refuse to pay th._ii' income taxes and otherwise 
engage in so called non-violence activities.

U. S. News 5 World Report 
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How Communists have penetrated American 
youth movements—in colleges, civil-rights organi¬ 
zations, antiwar drives and other areas—is de¬ 
scribed by J. Edgar Hoover, the Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, in an FBI report 
that was released on October 19. 



Mr. Hoover's findings throw additional light 
on recent riots, campus disorders and other de¬ 
velopments in America. What follows is an ex¬ 
cerpt from his report. 

An optimistic Communist Party, U.S.A., moved into more 
open activities riming the 1965 fiscal year [12 months end¬ 
ing June 30] in its efforts to gain new influence and promote 
its programs. 

It pressed with renewed vigor in all areas of its operations, 
giving special attention to slashing attacks on American for¬ 
eign policy, the infiltration of the civil-rights movement, 
and youth recruitment. 

Although the party loudly proclaims its independence of 
foreign control, its eveiy action rends this facade to show 
clearly that it owes allegiance only to the Soviet Union, and 
is absolutely committed to the world Communist movement 

Amply evident of this was the reaction of party leaders to 
the June 22, 1964, decision of the United States Supteino 
Court declaring uiivonstiiutiuu.il the passport section of the 
Internal Security Act of 1930. vyhielr prohibited any member 
of the Communist Party. U.S.A., from applying for, using or 
attempting to use a United States passpoit. 

As soon as passports became available to them under this 
ruling, m.mv party functionaries traveled to the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, where they were feted, shown much favoi. and indoctri¬ 
nated for new-assaults against their homeland. 

Hie Communist Party’s traditional opposition to an> facet 
of American foreign policy which serves to impede interna¬ 
tional Communism reached new levels of invective with all- 


out attacks on this country’s commitments in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. 

. Denouncing U. S. action in South Vietnam as “brutal” and 
• “barbarous," the party has instructed its members to co-oper¬ 
ate with nil protest groups, in order to intensify these activi¬ 
ties and weaken the Government's position, ’lire party is 
making u conceiled effort to exploit to its advantage the 
various demonstrations against American involvement in 
Vietnam and the Dominican Republic. 

4 The Communists have been much encouraged by the cur¬ 
rent wave of social unrest in the United States. They view 
tin’s situation as the development of a climate favorable to 
their operations and are constantly probing to exploit areas 
of discord. It is a rare civil-rights activity, whether it be a 
voters’ registration drive, a demonstration, march or picket, 
that does not attract Communists to some degree. 

A striking example of this was seen in the riots which 
erupted in the Harlem area of New York City in July, 1961. 
The Progressive Labor Movement—since renamed the Pro¬ 
gressive Labor Patty—a dissident and highly militant splinter 
gioup of the Communist Paity, U.S.A.. was involved in pro¬ 
longing these demonstrations by deliberate incitement of the 
rioters. Representatives of this group distributed provocative 
literatuic and delivered inflammatory street-corner harangues, 
which increased the tension in the riot area to a marked de¬ 
gree. 

In general, legitimate civil-rights organizations have been 
successful in excluding Communists, although a fevv have re¬ 
ceived covert counseling from them and have even accepted 
them as members. 

The Communist Party is not satisfied with this situation 
and is continually striving to infiltrate the civil-rights move¬ 
ment at every level. 

The FHI does not investigate the legitimate activities of 
civil-rights groups, hut from nu intelligence standpoint it is 
concerned with determining the extent of any possible Com¬ 
munist infiltration. 

The 1961-65 school year was a busy time for Communist 
leaders in a!) areas of the country, as the party intensified its 
efforts to attract young people through public appearances 
on college and university campuses. 

Party leaders, encouraged by earlier successes, spoke to 
more than 37,000 students in 56 appearances during this 
period. This concentration on college campuses was aimed 
at gaining acceptance for the party as a legitimate political 
activity, creating an aura of respectability and understand¬ 
ing for the party and spreading Communist propaganda. 
Communist Party leaders also appeared as guests on numer¬ 
ous radio and television programs. 

Another major weapon which the Communist Party is di¬ 
recting against young people is the \V. E. B. DuRois Clubs 
of America. This party-oriented youth organization, founded 
in June, 1964, at a convention in S.m Ftancisco, Calif, which 
was dominated and controlled by Communists, has as its 
basic aim the promotion of Marxism-Leninism. The Marxists 
believe that these chibs, which ate centered on college cam¬ 
puses, have great promise in reaching youth. [tNoj

It has long been a basic tenet of Communist strategy to control 
for its own evil purposes the explosive force which youth rep¬ 
resents. In the relentless struggle for world domination being 
waged by them, Communists are dedicated to the Leninist 
principle that “youth will decide the issue of the entire 
struggle—both the student youth and still more, the working-

In the Declaration of the International Communist Confer¬

We have searched the indices to the Central Records System 
of the San Francisco Office pursuant to your request, reviewed the 
indicated references and located 80 pages identifiable with the 
subject of your request. 

Your request has been considered under the provisions of 
both the Freedom of Information Act, (Title 5, U.S. Code, Section 
552), and the Privacy Act of 1974, (Title 5, U.S. Code, Section 
552a). The Attorney General has determined that requests by individ¬ 
uals seeking information about themselves are governed by the Privacy 
Act. In addition, as a matter of administrative discretion, any 
documents which are found to be exempt from disclosure under the 
Privacy Act, will also be processed under the provisions of the 
Freedom of Information Act. Through these procedures you receive 
the greatest degree of access authorized by both laws. 

The enclosed constitutes all information we are authorized 
to release under the current guidelines. Excisions or deletions 
have been made in order to protect the material or information 
exempted from disclosure by Title 5, U.S. Code, Section 552:

Seven of the pages contain information which would reveal the 
identity of individuals who furnished information under confidential 
circumstances or would reveal information which could only be 
furnished by such a person and not apparently known to the public 
or otherwise accessible to the FBI by overt means, (b)(7)(D).

COMMUNIST GAINS AMONG YOUTHS 


—J. EDGAR HOOVER REPORTS 


How Communists have penetrated American 
youth movements—in colleges, civil-rights organi¬ 
sations, antiwar drives and other areas—is de¬ 
scribed by J. Edgar Hoover, the Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, in an FBI report 
that was released on October 19. 



Mr. Hoover's findings throw additional light 
on recent riots, campus disorders and other de¬ 
velopments in America. What follows is an ex¬ 
cerpt from his report. 

An optimistic Communist Party, U.S.A., moved into more 
open activities during the 1965 fiscal year [12 months end¬ 
ing June 30] in its efforts to gain new influence and promote 
its programs. 

It pressed with renewed vigor in all areas of its operations, 
giving special attention to slashing attacks on American for¬ 
eign policy, the infiltration of the dvil-rights movement, 
and youth recruitment. 

Although the party loudly proclaims its independence of 
foreign control, its every action rends this fafade to show 
clearly that it owes allegiance only to the Soviet Union, and 
is absolutely committed to the world Communist movement. 

Amply evident of this was the reaction of party leaders to 
the June 22, 1964, decision of the United States Supreme 
Court declaring unconstitutional the passport section of the 
Internal Security Act of 1950, which prohibited any member 
of the Communist Party, U.S.A., from applying for, using or 
attempting to use a United States passport. 

As soon as passports became available to them under this 
ruling, many party functionaries traveled to the Soviet Un¬ 
ion, where they were feted, shown much favor, and indoctri¬ 
nated for new assaults against their homeland. 

The Communist Party’s traditional opposition to any facet 
of American foreign policy which serves to impede interna¬ 
tional Communism reached new levels of invective with all- 


out attacks on this country’s commitments in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. 

Denouncing U. S. action in South Vietnam as "brutal" and 
“barbarous,” the party has instructed its members to co-oper¬ 
ate with all protest groups, in order to intensify these activi¬ 
ties and weaken the Government’s position. The party is 
making a concerted effort to exploit to its advantage the 
various demonstrations against American involvement in 
. Vietnam and the Dominican Republic. 

The Communists have been much encouraged by the cur¬ 
rent wave of social unrest in the United States. They view 
this situation as the development of a climate favorable to 
their operations and are constantly probing to exploit areas 
of discord. It is a rare civil-rights activity, whether it be a 
voters' registration drive, a demonstration, march or picket, 
that does not attract Communists to some degree. 

A striking example of this was seen In the riots which 
erupted in the Harlem area of New York. City in July, 1964. 
The Progressive Labor Movement—since renamed die Pro¬ 
gressive Labor Party—a dissident and highly militant splinter 
group of the Communist Party, U.S.A., was involved in pro¬ 
longing these demonstrations by deliberate incitement of the 
rioters. Representatives of this group distributed provocative 
literature and delivered inflammatory street-comer harangues, 
which increased the tension in the riot area to a marked de¬ 
gree. 

In general, legitimate civil-rights organizations have been 
luccessful in excluding Communists, although a few have re¬ 
ceived covert counseling from them and have even accepted 
them as members. 

The Communist Party is not satisfied with this situation 
and is continually striving to infiltrate the civil-rights move¬ 
ment at every level. 

The FBI does not investigate the legitimate activities of 
dvil-rights groups, but from an intelligence standpoint it is 
concerned with determining the extent of any possible Com¬ 
munist infiltration. * 

The 1964-65 school year was a busy time for Communist 
leaders in all areas of the country, os the party intensified its 
efforts to attract young people through public appearances 
on college and university campuses. 

Party leaders, encouraged by earlier successes, spoke to 
more than 37,000 students in 56 appearances during this 
period. This concentration on college campuses was aimed 
at gaining acceptance for the party as a legitimate political 
activity, creating an aura of respectability and understand¬ 
ing for the party and spreading Communist propaganda. 
Communist Party leaders also appeared as guests on numer¬ 
ous radio and television programs. 

Another major weapon which the Communist Party is di¬ 
recting against young people is the W. E. B. DuBois Clubs 
of America. This party-oriented youth organization, founded 
in June, 1964, at a convention in San Francisco, Calif., which 
was dominated and controlled by Communists, has as its 
basic aim the promotion of Marxism-Leninism. The Marxists 
believe that these clubs, which are centered on college cam¬ 
puses, have great promise in reaching youth. (Cmdj
